“All is well,” said the balloonists; 
“the sun is shining in the windows. 
We are taking samples of the at- 
mosphere.” 

At 9:56 a. m. the balloon reported 
it had reached an altitude of 49,500 
feet and a temperature of 49 de- 
grees b€low zero Fahrenheit out- 
side and 32 degrees above inside 
the gondola. 

“Nothing But Clouds Below.” 

“It is impossible to determine our 
direction,” said the balloonists, be- 
cause there is nothing but clouds 
below.

Contact was again established at 
10:14 a..m., when the balloon re- 
ported an altitude of 62,700 feet, 
and a temperature of 44 degrees be- 
low zero Fahrenheit. 


At that time the balloonists sent 
the following message:

peace officers, was behind steel bars 
in .the county jail here today, ap- 
parently resigrea to his 1ate —a 
fate which the Stcte hopes will be 
his execution for killing a police- 
man. | 
The desperado was brought back 
to Indiana last night and placed in 
a solitary cell. 

There, while the State made pre-‘ 
liminary plan: to try him for the 
slaying of Policeman Patrick O’Mal- 
ley during a recent $20,000 bank 
robbery at East Chicago, Ind., the 
gang leader began to talk, confess- 
ing, Prosecutor Robert G. Estill 
said, to robberies totaling over 
$250,000. He denied, however, he 
had slain Policeman O’Ma ley. 
“Dillinger,” said the prosecutor, 
“is convinced he’s going to burn so 
he’s talking. He ‘admitted bank 
robberies at Racine, Wis.; St. 
Mary’s, O., and Greencastle, Ind., 
and said that it was his boys who 
liberated him from the Lima (0O.) 
jail.” 

It was during the Lima jail de- 
livery that Sheriff Jess Sarber was 
shot to dea.h. 

Dillinger was identified today by 
22 witnesses as the machine gunner 
who killed O’Malley. 

After the show up, Prosecutor 
Robert G. Estill announced the out- 
law would be arraigned Friday and 
placed on trial for his life Feb. 13. 
Louis Piquett, who represented 
Leo Brothers in his trial at Chi- 
cago for the murder of Alfred Lin- 
gle, Chicago Tribune reporter, has 
been retained by the desperado as 
his counsel. 

All fight out of him, Dillinger 
talked agreeably with newspaper 
men and told them he had learned 
in St. Louis before he went to Ari- 
zona, that John Hamilton, one of 
his henchmen, had been killed, but 
the authorities discounted the story. 
Hamilton, one of the Indiana con- 
victs who escaped from the Indiana 
State prison at Michigar City last 
fall, is wanted in Chicago for killing

believed that Dillinger was attempt- 
ing to “cover up” for his pal. 
Dillinger said that a “buddy” of 
Hamilton’s had told him of Hamil- 
ton’s death, and had ziven him

part of that taken from him at 
Tucson, where he and a group of 
his followers were arrested last 
Thursday. 

Dillinger’s airplane trip from the 
Southwest was uneventful. He ar- 
rived in Chicago early last night, 
chained to his seat in the lane. 
Almost immediately he was sur- 
rounded by a large detail of heavily 
armed officers and hustled into an 
automobile, which was one of about

While watching the effect on 
prices and business and other activ- 
ity in this country, skilled observ- 
ers believe currency conversations 
with London—which has an equally 
large equalization fund—will be the 
next logical action. 

These same officials, however, do 
not believe Great Britain is ready 
to devalue the pound and will not 
forecast the outcome of such ne- 
gotiations. 

The Bureau of Printing and En- 
graving today is turning out $10,000 
gold notes with which to pay the 
Federal Reserve banks for the $3,- 
500,000,000 in gold taken by the Gov- 
ernment 

Pending actual receipt ~* the gold 
notes, the reserve banks have a 
credit on the Treasury for $3,000,- 
000,000. 

The notes will be similar to the 
old gold certificates except that 
where the old certificate stated ‘t 
was payable in gold on demand, the 
new note will be made payable on 
demand in lawful currency. Since 
the notes are not intended for gen- 
eral circulation, they are being 
printed in the large denomination.

The companies made written de- 
nials of the charges, but were not 
represented at the hearing. 

The evidence included affidavits 
by 80 workers, many of whom at- 
tribute their dismissal from service 
to the fact that they were known 
to be active in the Federal Labor 
Union, affiliated with the American 
ederation of Labor. Others assert 
hey were not recalled to their jobs 
following the seasonal layoff be- 
cause of refusal] to join the Works 
Council. 


New Men .n Plants. 

A. J. Pickett, an international un- 
ion officer, who represented the 
workers, told the Labor Board that 
about 1000 members of the Federal 
Labor Union have not been recalled, 
although a check made at the gates 
showed that more than 1500 men 
are at work. Pickett estimated that 

ere are 500 new men in the two 
lants. These include men from 
other states and employes previ- 
ously discharged for inefficiency, he 
said. 

Pickett discussed two affidavits 
at length as best supporting the 
Union’s allegations. 

John A. Conrad Jr., 2728 Belt ave- 
nue, with 13 years’ service in the 
Fisher body mill, asserts he has not 
been recalled to work, although the 
plant “time study” expert termed 
him the “fastest band saw operator 
in the plant.” Conrad states that 
last Nov. 24, A. T. Dorion, the mill 
superintendent, offered him 78 
cents an hour, regardless of his ac- 
tual earnings as a saw operator, if 
he would solicit other workmen for 
the Works Council. Conrad says he 

rned the proposition down. Two 
@.: previously, according to his 
affidavit, his work was accepted as 
the standard for piece work on 
small parts. Conrad states he was 
laid off when the mill shut down 
Dec. 4, and has not been recalled, 
although operations have been re- 
sumed. 

Loses Job After 10 Years. 

Delmond Garst, 4122W Lee ave- 
nue, a machine operator in the 
Fisher body mill for 10 years, states 
in an affidavit that last August he 
refused a request that he permit 
i name to be drafted by the man- 

ement for selection as a represen- 
tative of the Works Council. In 
November, Garst states, he was 
given an inexperienced crew of 
three men for his machine. His re- 
quest for at least one experienced 
man from the night crew was de- 
nied, he states, and the unit fell 
behind in production. The mill 
shut down Dec. 4, and Garst says 
he was not recalled with other 
workmen Dec. 11. When he asked 
for an explanation, he says, he was 
told that a better operator had 
been found. He is an officer of the 
Federal Labor Union. ; 

Other affidavits by experienced 
men, members of the union, told of 
their being laid off and not reealled, 
aithough fellow workeys, who joined 
the Works Council, are back at 
work. One man quoted his foreman 
as follows: “If you think those

year, one-third in two years and 
one-third in three years. 


Borrowed $118,000. 


In this transaction, Mays ex: 
plained, the Continental Securities 
& Holding Co. lent him $118,000 
and paid him $82,000 it owed for 
Grand National Bank stock he had 
sold it at $205 a share. Stock of 
the holding company was up for 
collateral for the loan of $200.000 
at the Boatmen’s Natidnal Bank, 
he said, and in addition a large 
block of Continental Life stock was 
deposited there for safe keeping. 
The Continental Securities & 
Holding Co. was organized in 1928, 
Mays said, after he had learned 
that the late A. C. Hilmer and Lo- 
renzo E. Anderson & Co. were buy- 
ing up Grand National Bank stock 
in an effort to get control. Mays 
said that he and his friends pooled 
their bank stock in the holding 
company at $205 a share. 


Directors Aided Him. 


Mays explained that same of the 
directors of the insurance company 
had borrowed from the Grand Na- 
tional Bank and the Wellston Trust 
Co. to assist him in paying what 
he owed the Boatmen’s Bank and 
that out of the $276,000 he got for 
the stock sold to the Welliston Trust 
Co. he paid off their notes. 


Turning to the payment of a re- 
ward of $140,000 for the return of 
$822,000 in bonds stolen from safe 
deposit boxes ef the Grand Nation- 
al Bank in a robbery May 25, 1930, 
Mays related his negotiations lead- 
ing up to return of the bonds. The 
fact that the Continental Life is- 
sued a check for $140,000 payable 
to the Grand National Bank about 
the time of the payment of the re- 
ward was mentioned in the report 
of the examination of the insur- 
ance company: 

After stating he was in Chicago 
at the time of the bank robbery, 
Mays related that in the following 
November Arthur C. Hilmer 
brought him information that an 
“underworld character” had offered 
to return the bonds, and he said he 
referred Hilmer to the manager of 
the surety company which had pro- 
tected the bank with a bond for 
$150,000. Mays then told how the 
robbers were said to have demand- 
ed $200,000 at first and then com- 
promised at $140,000, and how in 
January the money was turned over 
to the surety company manager 
and the bonds returned. 

The payment was made with two 
eashiers’ checks of the Grand Na- 
tional Bank, one for $65,000 ard one 
for $75,000, Mays said. He said the 
bank had nothing to show for the 
money and that a few days later 
the Continental Insurance Co. gave 
the bank a check for $140,000. He 
said the Continental company was 
in getting the bonds 
back because among them were 
$95,000 in bonds belonging to it. 
The bank, he said, had lost about 
$200,000 in bonds which it held as 
collateral for loans. 

Mays said that when the insur- 
ance company issued its $140,000 
check payable to the bank, he gave 
instruction to have the records 
show the check was for securities. 
Subsequently, he continued, the 
bank reimbursed the insurance 
company by issuing to it a certifi- 
cate of deposit for the amount, and 
charging it to the bank’s surplus. 
“As Few Records as Possible.” 
It was desirable, he said ,to have 
as few records as possible con 
cerning the reward, “for we didn't 
know how it might involve us.”

PLAINTIFF DIES AS CASE 
ENDS, MISTRIAL DECLARED 


Painter Had Been Suing Terminal 
Railroad for $25,000 Dam- 
ages. 

A mistrial was declared by Circuit 
Judge Pearcy today in the $25,000 
damage suit of Frank Johnson, a 
painter, against the Terminal Rail- 
road, because of Johnson’s death 
yesterday afternoon. 

The last witness for the railroad 
was on the stand at 4 o’clock when 
Stanley Wallach, aféorney for John- 
son, received word that his client 
had died.

The widow, Mrs. Ina Johnson, 
6206 Tilden avenue, has been ap- 
pointed administrator of the estate. 
Wallach said he was undecided 
whether to continue\the present ac- 
tion or to institute a new one, but 
said that the amount asked for 
would ‘be only® $10,000, based on 
Johnson’s death.

Attorney Genera: Asks That 
Licenses Be Held Up—Part- 
nerships May Be Barred 


By the Jefferson City Correspond- 
ent of the Post-Dispatch. 

JEFFERSON CITY, Jan. 31.— 
Attorney-General McKittrick today 
requested State Liquor Control Su- 
pervisor E. J. réecker to delay the 
issuance of State liquor licenses to 
corporations or partnerships, pend- 
ing further study of the new State 
liquor control law by his depart- 
ment, to determine if the act au- 
thorizes issuance of licenses to oth- 
er .than individuals. 

McKittrick said he was of the 
opinion, subject to further inves- 
tigation, that the language of the 
act is such that State licenses can- 
not be issued to corporations or 


‘ 
partnerships, but only to “persons” 
AN D who, in addition to being citizens 
| of good moral character, must be 
elminiinients jtaxpayers and “qualified legal vot- 
ers.” 


The ambiguity in the control act 
which produced this question is 
one of a number confronting the 
Attorney-General and his assistants 
in perparation of a blanket opinion 
designed to fully interpret the new 
law for the liquor control depart- 
ment and those desiring to oper- 
ate under the act. 

Several licenses already have been 
issued to corporations and part- 
nerships by the liquor control de- 
partment, for wholesale distribu- 
tion of liquor or sale in the origi- 
nal package, or sale by the drink. 
McKittrick said these licenses would

Corporation, Not _Identi- 
fied, Makes Largest Do- 
nation Ever Reported in 
St. Louis Charity Drive. 


One corporation has given ,35,000 
to the United Relief Campaign, the 
largest gift ever obtained in a relief 
drive here, according to an an- 
nouncement by Arnold G. Stifel, 
campaign chairman. 

Stifel did not name the corpora- 
tion. Its gift, he said, represented 
a $20,000 increase over its contribu- 
tion to the last United Relief Cam- 
paign. He emphasized that it was 
the gift of the corporation, and dis- 
tinct from the contribution of offi- 
cers and employes. 

The campaign, now in its tenth 
day, has resulted so far in pledges 
of $1,390,022, or 37 per cent of the 
$3,700,000 goal. Solicitors, at their 
. fifth report meeting, yesterday, re- 
ported $188,144 for the day. They 
will meet again tomorrow. The $35,- 
000 gift was not confirmed in time 
to be included in yesterday’s report 
or in the audited total of $1,390,022 
for the campaign. 

Other Increases in Gifts. 

Nine other corporations, Stifel 
said, have increased their original 
contributions by a,total of 45,000 
as a result of suggestions made by 
the Committee of 100. This group 
of busine:3 and professional men, 
headed by Ethan A. H. Shepley, was 
organized to review contributions 
made through the larger subscrip- 
tions division with a viéw to deter- 
mining whether each gift bears a 
proper relation to the gifts of oth- 
ers and to the total sought. 

Increases in contributions over 
those of last year, were reported 
also by Carl-S. Lawton, chairman 
of the employe division. As typical 
he cited employes of the Thimble & 
Fashion Shoe Co., whose $183 con- 
tribution was an increase of $109; 
Willcockson Motor Co., $550, an in- 
crease of $100; one office of the 
Metropolitan Life Insurance Co., 
$555, an increase of $496: Wohl 
Shoe Co., $2638, an increase of 
$1113; M. M. Cohn Manufacturing 
Co., $373, an increase of $198; Fouke 
Fur Co., $1929, an increase of $300, 
and St. Louis Blow Pipe & Heater 
Co., $152, an increase of $143.

"AMEBIC BYSENTERY EX 


REPORT ON CHICAGG OUTBREAK 


CHICAGO, Jan. 31. — The com- 
mittee of experts which investigat- 
ed last s er’s outbreak of ame- 
bic dysentery in Chicago holds that 
methods used to control the disease 
were “those generally recommend- 
ed” and “in conformity with the 
best public health practice.” 

The committee’s report made pub- 
lic an editorial which is to appear 
in the Feb. 3 issue of the Journal 
of the American Medical Associa- 
tion along with a.chronology of the 
detection of the disease. The edi- 
torial called attention to “the 
gradual manner in which necessary 
facts were perforce developed” and 
cited “the way in which question- 
naires, radio broadcasting and pub- 
licity were used to bring to light 
as many cases as possible in cities 
outside of Chicago.” 

The committee said “structural 
defects” in the plumbing of two 
hotels to which the disease was 
traced “were associated with the 
development of the epidemic.” It 
was not until two months later that 
exhaustive study, the report stated, 
revealed “contamination of the wa- 
ter supply of portions of both -ho- 
tels might have occurred.” 

To date in 206 cities, including 
Chicago, 721 cases of the disease 
have been reported. In Chicago 1049 
carriers have been found. Total 
deaths have unofficially been set 
at 41.

East St. Louis Packing House 
Laborer Shoots Self After © 
Violent Quarrel. 


Guy Wilkerson, 42-year-old pack- 
ing house laborer, shot and killed 
himself last night at his home at 


915% Exchange avenue, East St. 
Louis, after a violent quarrel with 
his wife, Mabel, 12 years his junior, 
in which he beat her severely with 
a club. 

Mrs>Wilkerson, bleeding from se- 
vere lacerations of the head and 
face, fled from the. house at 8:15 
o’clock and ran to the garage of 
a neighbor, from which she was 
taken to St. Mary’s Hospital in an 
ambulance.

$118,000,000 PROGRAM 
FOR THE ARMY AIR CORPS 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 31.—A new 
five-year expansion program for 
the Army Air Corps providing for 
increased flying personnel, air- 
planes and equipment involving an 
expenditure of $118,000,000 is being 
drafted by Chairman McSwain 
(Dem.), South Carolina, of the 
House Military Committee. 

In announcing that he would in- 
troduce necessary legislation this 
week, McSwain said it would call 
for an increase up to 3000 in planes 
fit for war service, an increase in 
officer personnel from 1250 to 2450 
and an increase of about 4500 in 
enlisted personnel. 

Of the total projected expendi- 
ture, McSwain said $45,000,000 
would be for new planes and equip- 
ment. At present he said the army 
was supposed to have 1850 planes, 
of which “only about 900 are ready 
for wartime service.” 

A large part of expenditure, he 
said, would also go for additional 
hangars, machine shops and other 
equipment necessary for rounding 


out the air defense.

Widow ks $50,000 Because Rites

Alleging her husband's burial was 
delayed until after sundown in vio- 
lation of Jewish and Mosaic laws 
through interference by Herbert I.

Berger said the suit was “an 
effort to embarrass him.” “I had 
agreed to bury Traub at the re- 
quest of a social worker for a 
charitable organization,” he said.

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| MORGAN IS BEHIND 


FIGHT ON SEAM 


Senator Charges Banker 
and Allies Seek to De- 
stroy Administration and 
St. Lawrence Pact. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Jan. 31.—Senator 


La Follette (Rep.), Wisconsin, as- 
serted in the Senate yesterday that 
the Morgan banking firm and its 


allied interests were seeking to de- 
stroy the administration and pre- 
vent ratification of the St. Law- 
rence waterway treaty. 

The same interests, he asserted, 
“are determined to prevent a pub- 
lic power development on the St. 
Lawrence River, like that at Muscle 
Shoals and Boulder Dam.” 

A strong supporter of the treaty, 
La Follette also assailed what he 
called the “vicious propaganda” 
against it by public utility and 
other “special interests.” He said 
offiical reports sent to the Senate 
by President Roosevelt announced 
all arguments in minority reports. 
of Senator Lewis (Dem®.), Illinois, 
and Wagner (Dem.), New York. 

Lewis “Belies Rooseyelt Record.” 

He asserted the argument of 
Lewis that the power development 
had no place in the treaty and had 
been included “only because of the 
cunning of the negotiators for” the 
Dominion of Canada “belies the 
whole public record of Franklin D. 
Roosevelt as Governor of New York 
and impeaches his good faith and 
intelligence as President of the 
United States.” 

La Follette maintained the “para- 
mount issue” before the Senate was 
not whether a seaway should be 
completed from the Great Lakes to 
the ocean, with free navigation for 
American ships, but “whether 
1,100,000 horsepower should be de- 
veloped by a public agency to com- 
pete with the great private power 
and utility companies dominated 
by J. P. Morgan & Co.” 

Listing the principal competitor 
of the proposed St. Lawrence power 
project as the Niagara Hudson 
Corporation, a Morgan concern, La 
Follette said Morgan & Co. like- 
wise was the fiscal agent for the 
New York Central, the Michigan 
Central and other railroads run- 
ning. parallel to the seaway. 

’ President’s Study of Subject. 

Quoting Lewis as having ex- 
pressed the opinion that the Presi- 
dent had “fallen into error in his 
conclusions” regarding the treaty, 
the Wisconsin Senator said the fact 
is “the President has given the 
subject more consideration over a 
longer period of time than any 
member of this body.” 

“For five years,” he said, “the 
President has been grappling with 
this question. He followed every 
step of the negotiations between 
the United States and Canada. He 
came to the conclusion, based upon 
repeated inspections of the site of 
this project, and upon study of all 
phases, for four years as Governor 
of New York and during his _in- 
cumbency as President, that the 
simultaneous development of the 
river for both power and naviga- 
tion would result in a tremendous 
saving of public money and confer 
lasting benefits upon the people of 
New York and the nation.” 

Lewis, La Follette added, has 
only disclosed his own unfamiliarity 
with the subject matter of the 
treaty, and the narrow interests of 
the Chicago Sanitary District from 
which he views this great project 
in the speech he has made here be- 
littling the intelligence of the 
President.” 

La Follette praised Wagner for 
“repudiating and rejecting” what 
he called misstatements of fact and 
false arguments and said the ma- 
jor point raised by the New Yorker 
—whether the cost of the project 
to the American people as a whole 
would be more than the estimated 
returns—had been completely an- 
swered in official reports which he 
said showed: 

Net cost to the United States in 
construction cost, $182,726,250, as- 
suming New York State pays $89,- 
726,750 as its share in return for all 
American power benefits; annual 
cost of the seaway to the United 
States, including interest at 4 per 
cent, amortization of the _ entire 
cost of the project in 50 years, oper- 
ation and maintenance, $9,300,000. 

Less than 10 per cent of the total 
mileage of the waterway requires 
improvement to enable ocean-going 
cargo vessels to navigate the entire 
2300 miles from tidewater to Chi- 
cago or Duluth. 

Export tonnage of 7,471,500 tons 
with indicated transportation sav- 
ings of $44,810,923 annually; import 
tonnage 5,742,333 tons, with a sav- 
ing of $34,082,207. 

Illinois Argument “Preposterous.” 

On the Chicago diversion argu- 
ment, La 'Follette’s attack was par- 
ticularly vigorous. 

“I submit this whole question of 
diversion is not merely an inter-

He charged “the “House of Mor- 
gan” and allied interests were be- 
hind the “false propaganda that 
conjures up war with Great Bri- 
tain and Canada.” 

They are ready, he said, “to sow 
seeds of discord between two friend- 
ly nations.” 

“Their propaganda is almost ex- 
clusively confined to navigation, 
but their real interest lies in block- 
ing this development of power. 
“The people of the Middle West 
are in no mood to tolerate . this 
policy of obstruction. The House 
of Morgan, with all its vast influ- 
ence and wealth, iis not powerful 
enough to stand in the way of a 
public project that is vital to the 
development of this country. You 
cannot cheat 45,000,000 people of 
their birth right and sabotage the 
forward movement in transporta- 
tion and industry and expect the 
people of the mid-continent to sub- 
mit to it forever.” 


Asked to Accept Propaganda. 
Until the President sent his mes- 
sage to the Senate, La Follette said, 
“we were asked to accept propa- 
ganda as fact.” 

He said every conclusion of the 
President was “buttressed by offi- 
cial data.” 

He said opponents of the treaty 
had falsified “the simplest facts of 
geography in order to obstruct com- 
pletion of the project and to in- 
timidate the President and the Sen-

Committee of Aldermen 
Weigh This Means of Putting 
in Natural Gas. 


Feasibility of condemnation of the 
mains of the Laclede Gas Light Co., 
by the city, for distribution of 
straight natural gas to all consum- 
ers, is being considered by the Spe- 
cial Natural Gas Committee of the 
Board of Aldermen.

A resolution, calling on Attorney-

the Supreme Court of Missouri to 
determine whether Laclede Gas as 
a perpetual franchise, was adopted 
by the cominittee. The full board 
probably will be asked to pass on 
the resolution before the reque.t 
is submitted. Ferris, who pointed 
out that no franchise may be held 
to be exclusive, said the Circuit 
Attorney as well as the Attorney- 
General could file the desired quo 
warranto proceeding on the ques- 
tion of franchise permanence. 

Alderman Hastey (Dem.) of the 
Fifteenth Ward announced, in the 
discussion of condemnation of the 
mains, that he did not favor entry 
of the city into the utility busi- 
ness. Ferris replied that a proposal 
by the city to distribute gas “might 
give you a club to reduce rates.”

ARRIVES AT BAY OF WHALES 


44 of His Men, Marooned at Pres- 
sure Camp, Fight to Save Food 
When Ice Crumbles.

ABOARD ADMIRAL BYRD’S 
FLAGSHIP, LITTLE AMERICA, 
Jan. 31—The Bear of Oakland, 
supply ship of the Byrd antarctic 
expedition, arrived at the Bay of 
Whales last midnight (5 a. m. Cen- 
tral Standard time today). 

Admiral Byrd and his flagship 
escaped from an ice trap early to- 
day. The flagship actually rammed 
encircling floes of ice in the nar- 
row squeeze. The dash for liberty 
Was made necessary when the wind 
changed and blew ice floes across 
the bay, almost bottling up the ship. 

It escaped only half an hour before 
the entrance was sealed. 

Forty-four men, marooned at Pres- 
sure Camp and cut off from the 
flagship of Admiral Byrd’s Antazc- 
tic expedition, fought today for 
their lives and the expedition’s sup- 
|Plies against crumbling ice and 
howling winds.

four miles from the water.

division instructed its local investi- 
gators to place in the hands of 
United States Attorneys, three came 
from Kentucky, one from Mary- 
land, one from Arkansas and one 
from Indiana. 

The division is investigating more 
than 175 complaints about civil 
works in 45 states. When the Civil 
Works Administration originally 
asked the public works unit to in- 
vestigate the charges, they em- 
braced all states except Maine, New 
Hampshire and Vermont. There 
still are no complaints from those 
three states. ° 

Nature of Charges. 


The charge in Maryland involves 
the misuse of Civil Works Admin- 
istration requisition for supplies, it 
being alleged that the requisition 
was presented to a liquor dealer 
and liquor obtained with it. 

In Arkansas an official of the 
Civil Works Administration is in- 
volved. It is said he obtained part 
of a worker’s pay. Payroll irregu- 
larities are alleged in Indiana. 

To expedite prosecutions Louis R. 
Glavis, chief of the division, has in- 
structed his officers that where 
there is “any possibility of crim- 
inal prosecution” the charges are to 
be turned over directly to United 
States Attorneys. 

Job Preference Alleged. 


Complaints of administrative ir- 
regularities, such as political prefer- 
ence in the giving of jobs, are to be 
turned over to Hopkins. This type 
usually is dealt with by dismissing 
offending officials. 

At the same time public works 
officials disclosed they had begun 
to investigate charges made to the 
Department of Labor that prefer- 
ence had been shown in the giving 
of jobs through employment’ ex- 
changes. Four such complaints are 
now being studied. 

Secretary of Interior Ickes, Pub- 
lic Works Administrator, said 
there was a general tightening up 
within his own organization to pre 
vent the padding of payrolls and 
construction costs. He announced 
the organization of a new unit in 
the engineering division, to be 
known as the Cost of Construc- 
tion Material Authority, to collect 
cost price data in every state. The 
new unit will be headed by Arch 
W. Loney, assigned to the post from 
the Public Works Division of In- 
vestigation. Money is being re- 
leased by Ickes for projects only 
after careful scrutiny of the work 
in prospect and then only in small 
amounts. 

Statement by Ickes. 


Public works officials said the 
elaborate check-up system they had 
established and this method of dis- 
bursing funds was holding “to the 
minimum” complaints of padding 
on public works. 

Ickes said the civil works was in 
no way under the jurisdiction of 
the Public Works Administration, 
its work being carried on separate- 
ly under a $400,000,000 allotment 
from public works funds. 

“The Civil Works Administra- 
tion,” he said, “has asked the Pub- 
lic Works Administration for cer- 
tain assistance and use of facili- 
ties and has adopted some policies 
which had already been formulat- 
ed by the Public Works Admin- 
istration, while other policies of the 
two administrations differ because 
of the varying methods by which 
the two administrations were es- 
tablished.

TALK OF BREAK 
WITH WASHINGTON 


Member of Peers Says 
There Will Be Rupture if 
Leaders of Sea Forces 


Have Their Way. 


By the Associated Press. 

TOKIO, Jan. 31.—The Minister of 
the Navy told the House of Repre- 
sentatives today that new auxiliary 
vessels of the Japanese navy would 
outrank those of the United States 
at the end of 1936 and a member 
of the House of Peers declared that 
if navy men had their way rela- 
tions between the two nations would 
be ruptured. 

Admiral Mineo Osumi, the head 
of the Navy Ministry, offered sta- 
tistics to show how the two navies 
would compare when the present 
naval treaty expired. 

The suggestion of the possibility 
of a rupture was made by Kenkichi 
Yoshizawa, former Foreign Minis- 
ter, during question time in the 
House of Peers. 

He told his audience that if the 
Japanese and American navies were 
to dictate the programs with which 
their respective governments enter 
the naval conference scheduled for 
1935, “a rupture would be inevitable 
leading, if the pessimists’ view is 
accepted, to intensified naval com- 
petition—even if war is averted.” 

Suggests Abandoning Parley. 

“In view of these daneers,” he 
said, “perhaps it would be better to 
abandon the conference altogether 
unless preliminary negotiations 
should show the possibilities of an 
agreement.” 

Koki Hirota, Foreign Minister, 
who was present, expressed a gen- 
eral but vague concurrence with 
Yoshizawa’s views. 


The Admire! aid not mention 
Great Britain or any other power, 
but confined himself to a compari- 
son of the Japanese and United 
States navies as of the end of 1936 
when the present naval treaties 
May expire. 

Osumi’s statement followed sev- 
eral days of debate in the House 
on naval po.icy. Previously the 
Minister of the Navy had empha- 
sized Japan’s determination to de- 
mand increased ratios at the next 
conference of naval powers al- 
though he declined to indicate the 
extent of the Japanese demands. 
He likewise declined to state wheth- 
er Japan would denounce the Wash- 
ington naval treaty prior to Dec. 
31, 1934, in accordance with the 
treaty’s provisions. 

Instead, he told his questioners: 
“We have almost a year to decide 
that point.” 

Statistics on Navies. 

Osumi’s___ statistics on naval 
strength at the end of 1936 showed 
the following naval power of Japan 
in comparison to that of the Uni- 
ted States: 

Total navy, including over-age 
tonnage, 68 per cent; total navy, ex- 
cluding over-age tonnage, 81 per 
cent; total auxiliaries (cruisers, de- 
stroyers, submarines) including 
over-age, 78 per cent; total auxili- 
aries excluding over-age, 100 per 
cent. 

The tonnage under-age auxiliary 
figures themselves, as given by 
Osumi, showed the following com- 
parison: Japan, vessels 140, tons 
364,000; United States, vessels 100, 
tons 363,000. 

At the time specified by the 
Naval Minister, Japan’s entire 
auxiliary fleet will be under the 
treaty age and within 2791 tons of 
the treaty limits. 

Excluding the over-age tonnage 
the Japanese ratios to the United 
States navy will be as follows, 
Osumi indicated: 

Capital ships, 60 per cent; aircraft 
carriers, 60 per cent; heavy cruis- 
ers, 71 per cent; light cruisers, 89 
per cent; destroyers, 70 per cent; 
submarines, 100 per cent. 

Including the over-age tonnage, 
the ratio would be as follows: 

Capital ships, 62 per cent; aircraft 
carriers, 65 per cent; heavy cruis- 
ers, 71 per cent; light cruisers, 89 
per cent; destroyers, 156 per cent: 
submarines, 162 per cent. 

The Japanese superiority as pre- 
dicted by Osumi was thus shown 
&s most definitely marked in the 
categories of destroyers and sub- 
marines,

Use of Credit by the Consumer — 
Rather Than Credit Expansion, 
Country’s Need, Says Cutting 


Progressive Republican Senator Thinks Cen- 
tral Federal Agency Is Needed—New Deal 
Must Get Better Results.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 31. — The 
attitude of the Senate’s Progressive 
Republican bloc toward the New 
Deal program is one of watchful 
waiting. They are supporting the 
program in the main, but some of 
them, at least, are convinced that 
it cannot succeed unless the admin- 
istration takes further steps—more 
effective than any yet taken—to 
restore the lost purchasing power 
of the people. 

Of those who believe that the 
President’s measures have failed 
thus far to reach down to the roots 
of our troubles is Bronson Cutting, 
the outspoken Senator from New 
Mexico, who told the Senate in the 
debate on the President’s gold na- 
tionalization bill that the New Deal 
as yet has “few results to show the 
people.” 

“We have got to get results,” he 
said, “and we cannot afford to post- 
pone them until it shall be _ too 
late.” 

Cutting pointed out that, while 
considerable purchasing power has 
been added, especially through the 
Civil Works Administration, pur- 
chasing power has also been taken 
away. 

Purchasing Power Taken Away. 

“We have,” he said, “cut $300,000,- 
000 of purchasing power away from 
the people through the Economy 
Act of last March. We have cut 
$600,000,000 through various forms 
of taxation amounting in essence to 
sales taxes. We cut away some 
eight billion dollars in purchasing 
power in closed banks at the very 
start of the program. We have got 
to remedy this situation—and we 
have got to remedy it at the pres- 
ent session of Congress. I believe 
in the sincerity and good faith of 
the President, but I think there are 
too many people in the ranks of the 
administration who are not at heart 
‘new dealers’ at all, but old dealers 
in some other form.” 

Cutting voted for the gold bill be- 
cause, as he said, it was a_ step, 
though perhaps an “infinitesimal 
step,” in the right direction. He be- 
lieved that the Government should 
be the master of its own financial 
house, and to some extent the bill 
would make it master. 

“But the fact remains,” he added, 
“that in normal times nine-tenths 
of the money of the United States 
consists not of currency but of 
credit, and in this bill we are not 
dealing with that fundamental as- 
pect of the question. Though cred- 
it expansion may conceivably re- 
sult from the bill, the credit will 
go to the wrong people—to the 
bankers and not to the public. 

Finds Owen Young Sound. 

“I do not often have occasion to 
quote the remarks of Owen  D. 
Young, yet I believe that what Mr. 
Young said at the hearings on the 
bill is entirely sound. He said: ‘It 
is not expansion of credit that we 
need. It is the use of credit. We 
now have eight or nine billions of 
inert potential credit in our bank- 
ing system, and we cannot get it 
used.’ 

“The place we want credit,” con- 
tinued Cutting, “is in the hands of 
the consumer. Three or four years 
ago people thought you were crazy 
when you talked about equating the 
purchasing power of the country 
with the productive power. Now 
everybody recognizes in speech that 
this must be done; we talk about 
purchasing power, but we take lit- 
tle action about it. 

“The Government is going to 
have to finance the consumer as a 
consumer—not primarily as a work- 
er—and it is going to have to do 
this very soon. It can be done only 
through the establishment of some 
central governmental agency—call 
it a central bank or what you will 
—which will monopolize the credit 
system of the country for the 
benefit of the public and not for 
the benefit of the bankers. Such 
an agency must eventually absorb 
the present Federal Reserve Sys- 
tem. Our distributive system must 
be strengthened by the Govern- 


ment acting directly as an agent 
for the consumer. 
Sincerity Unassailable. 

“The sincerity of the administra- 
tion is unassailable; yet we all 
know that in the haste which has 
been necessary, Many Government 
agents and agencies “have been 
working at cross-purposes with 
other Government agencies. 
speech last August, for instance, 
Gen. Johnson said: ‘Do not forget 
that nobody expects employers to 
pay the increased cost of employ- 
ment. That is not possible. The 
consumer, as always, pays the bill.’ 

“When we think of that state- 
ment, how preposterous it seems! 
Essentially the consumer and the 
wage earner are one and the same 
person. So we are asking the wage 
earner to pay his own wages. We 
are asking the consumer to subsi- 
dize the rise of prices which he will 
have to pay. We are trying to pull 
ourselves over the fence by our 
bootstraps. 

“There are still 6,000,000 Ameri- 
can citizens walking the streets. 
There are 4,000,000, thank God, be- 
ing employed today by the CWA, 
yet we are talking seriously of cut- 
ting most of them off the rolls. If 
we cut down on those 4,000,000, 
where is our purchasing power go- 
ing to come from?” 

Cutting said it was “rumored” 
that they would be employed by the 
Public Works Administration, by 
private industry and by farms, but 
it seemed to him that such absorp- 
tion was wholly “fantastic.” Even 
assuming that they were employed, 
he went on, there would remain 
6,000,000 who would not be absorbed 
“through this program or through 
any other.” 

Progress of Program. 

He said that two parts of the 
Government program, and two 
alone, accounted for the whole of 
the progress toward the goal of re- 
stored purchasing power. One was 
the CWA, which had actually 
brought money where money was 
needed, and the other was the Agri- 
cultural Adjustment Act. 

“However preposterous we may 
consider the theory under which 
that act operates,” he explained, “it 
has actually brought some help to 
some people who are going to spend 
their allotment checks on consump- 
tion. 

“Outside of that, what have we 
got? We have an NRA, which is 
based on the plan that the worker- 
consumer is going to pay the cost 
of providing himself with increased 
wages. We have the Public Works 
Administration, which, up to date, 
in the seven months of its existence, 
has expended in grants to states 
and municipalities the sum of $50,- 
000,000, as compared with the $250,- 
000,000 spent by the CWA in a few 
weeks. 

“All the relief agencies of the 
Government together in the past 
fiscal year have spent a total of 
$700,000,000; yet the total emergency 
expenditures of the Government are 
listed at seven and a half billion 
dollars. 

“There is something wrong with 
that system. We have got to do 
something about it, and we cannot 
do something about it by discussing 
a bill (the gold bill) which is not 
going to help feed one hungry 
human being—which is not going to 
increase the purchasing power one 
penny unless it is followed up by 
subsequent legislation.” 


Urges Federal Authority With Sole 
Currency-Issuing Powers. 
By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 31—J. H. 
Rand, chairman of the Committee 
for the Nation, urged a House Bank- 
ing subcommittee today to approve 
a bill for establishment of a Fed- 
eral monetary authority with sole 
currency issuing powers. 

“No Government,” he said, “should 
permit such coercive power over its 
own credit to be held by any one 
group or class as the privately- 
owned Federal Reserve System 
holds today. No Government should 
delegate to private interests the 
control over the purchasing power 
of money.”

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TO-YEAR RAILROAD 
LOAN PLAN DRAWN 
BY RFU GHAIMAN 


Jones Suggests That Cor- 
poration Advance the 
Necessary Money While 
Banks Are Selling Bonds. 


PROPOSAL GIVEN 
SENATE COMMITTEE 


Also Discusses Liberalizing 
Charter So Exports of 
Manufacturers Might Be 
Financed. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 31—A plan 
designed to assist several large rail- 
road systems marketing long-term 
securities and at the same time 
prepare the Reconstruction Finance 
Corporation for orderly liquidation 
was presented yesterday to the Sen- 
ate Banking Committee by Jesse 
H. Jones, RFC chairman. 

Attention of the committee was 
called to the fact that at least one 
of the largest railroads in the coun- 
try was severely handicapped by 
provisions of the Glass-Steagall 
banking law forbidding banks from 
underwriting bond issues. 

The new plan would allow the 
corporation to lend money for 10 
years to railroads which are selliag 
bonds, instead of the present limit 
of three years with a two-year ex- 
tension. 

Jones also discussed the possibil- 
ity of liberalizing the corporation's 
charter so it could finance exports 
of manufacturers, especially heavy 
machinery. 

I. C. Has the Same Problem. 

The 10-year loan plan grew out of 
discussions between officers of the 
New York Central and its subsidi- 
ary, the Boston & Albany, and RFC 
officials on ways and means of aid- 
ing the carriers in refinancing $48,- 
000,000 of bonds falling due May +> 
The Illinois Central System also 
has $20,000,000 of bonds falling due 
soon. 

The railroads want to sell a 10- 
year convertible bond issue. As said, 
the RFC could only lend for three 
years with a two-year extension, a 
total of five years. This would not 
be long enough, railroad officers 
said, to permit proper compositicn 
of company affairs. 

Under the proposed plan the cor- 
poration could advance necessary 
money to the railroad company 
while banks were selling the bonds. 
The opinion was held that this 
would not constitute underwriting 
of the issue by the banks because 
they merely would act as selling 
agents, without guaranteeing the 
railroad company that they would 
take the entire issue. As the bonds 
were sold the railroad company 
would repay the corporation. 

Problem of Planning Ahead. 

Although “originally conceived as 
a means of helping the railroads 
during, the emergency, the plan, 
Jones explained, would permit the 
corporation to arrange with banks 
and others that have borrowed, for 
semi-annual or annual installments 
on their loans. Jones said that if 
banks or business establishments 
could get their obligations into 
shape where they could be paid off 
at stated intervals instead of all 
coming due at once they would be 
able to plan ahead. 

This was especially true, he said, 
of the loans to closed banks for liq- 
uidation purposes. These loans are 
secured by slow collateral and 
might not be paid off when due. 
The corporation can finance ship- 
ments of manufactures in export 
trade at present through purchase 
from banks of export drafts, but 
the law allows these to run only 
one year. This has been said to be 
too short a period for exporters who 
sell on time. T.e question of lib- 
eralizing this clause was briefly dis- 
cussed, but no recommendations 


made.

GERMAN UNEMPLOYED RANKS 
GAIN 400,000 IN DECEMBER 


Government to “Mortgage the Fu- 
ture,” Partly to Pay for Public 
Works Program. 
BERLIN, Jan. 31.-—The Hitler 
Government, plans to spend 6&,500,- 
000,000 reichsmarks (about $2,000,- 
000,000) in what Hjalmar Schacht, 
Reichsbank president, termed 
“mortgaging the future income ex- 

pected from taxes.” 

Dr. Schacht’s term was used in 
an article written by him for the 
annual Reichsbank almanac, where- 
in he stressed the necessity of strict 
supervision of credits and a stable 


currency. 


Dr. Schacht took the occasion 
again to deny that the expenditures 
planned by the Hitler Government 
were inflationary in character. He 
wrote that “the program is being 
financed by utilizing beforehand 
revenues from taxation expected to 
be collected in the next four years 
from a continually growing trade.” 

Despite the efforts of the Nazi 
government, unemployment jumped 
400,000 in December, as compared 
with November. It was explained 
that the cold’ weather forced sus- 
pension of much outdoor work in 
the Nazi program. 

Already 2,834,000,000 reichsmarks 
have been granted to various 
schemes out of the five and one- 
half billions allotted. The entire 
program calls for quasi productive 
works as follows: Hard roads, 
house repairs, land improvement, 
roads, Canals, rivers, housing, exca- 
vations, transportation. 


MORGENTHAU TO TIGHTEN

One Official Is Out; Congress Asked 
to Authorize General Treasury 
Counsel. 

WASHINGTC’’, Jan. 31.—Secre- 
tary of the Treasury Morgenthau 
acted yesterday to tighten -his per- 
sonal supervision of Federa! tax 
collections and strengthen th: en- 
tire revenue ‘machinery. 

In the first step, E. Barrett Pret- 
tyman was out as general counsel 
of the Internal Revenue Bureau. 
Robert Jackson of Jamestown, N. 
Y., was understood to be Morgen- 
thau’s selection for the place. 

In the second, Morgenthau asked 
Congress to create the office of 
general counsel of the Treasury to 
co-ordinate all activities dealing 
with tax administration. 

Prettyman’s resignation was 
known to have been suggested by 
Morgenthau, not because of any 
personal friction or disagreement, 
but simply because Morgenthau 
preferred a man of his own selec- 
tion. 

Creation of a general Treasury 
counsel with several assistants to 
specialize on income tax evasion 
was proposed to House Ways and 
Means Committee Democrats -by 
Roswell Magill, Morgenthau’s tax 
adviser.

JAPAN'S TROOPS MOVE 
NEAR RUSSIAN BORDER 


Operations in Kirin Province, 
Manchukuo, Said to Be 
Against Bandits. 


By the Associated Press. 

TOKIO, Jan. 31.—Japanese _in- 
fantry and Manchukuo auxiliary 
forces are approaching the Soviet 
frontier in their operations against 
bandits, said dispatches from Hsin- 
king (Changchun) today. The dis- 
patches, sent out by Rengo (Jap- 
anese) and other news agencies, 
said three large columns of Japa- 


nese infantry were invoived in the 
operations centering in Eastern 
Kirin province of Manchukuo. 

The War Office here declared 
the operations were not connected.

The sole purpose 
of the troop movements, a spokes- 
man said, is to smash bandits con- 
centrated along th eastern frontier 
where it is estimated 30,000 of them 
have been preying on the country- 
side. 

Dispatches said that 150 bandits 
had been killed and several hun- 
dreds wounded.

Dr. Robert C. Robertson Thrown

SHANGHAI, Jan. 31.—Four Chi- 
nese gunmen kidnaped Dr. Robert 
Cecil Robertson, prominent British 


physician, in the heart of the busi- 
ness district here today, as crowds 
on the way home from work 
jammed the streets. As Dr. Rob- 
ertson entered his motor car the 
four mén threw out his chauffeur, 
took control of. the automobile and 
drove it away at high speed. 

Dr. Robertson, who was a Cap-

A significant point brought out 
was that acceptance of the Italian 
proposal might induce Germany to 
return to the League of Nations, 
This point, informed circles said, 
was stressed to help win France 
over to the plan.

Redistribution of Wealth. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

HAVE read with interest H. D.’s letter, 
I suggesting that $1,000,000 be the maxi- 
mum that any individual be allowed to 
accumulate for his own use, any amount 
in excess of this to be placed in a Gov- 
ernment fund to be used for unemploy- 
ment insurance, health promotion, public 
parks and playgrounds for children. 

This suggestion, if carried out, would 
doubtless work very considerable im- 

provements in the social structure, accru- 
ing, as it would, to the people as a whole. 
‘However, if means are not found to place 
in the hands of the vast majority of 
people a greater direct share of the na- 
tional income, there can be no such con- 
dition as national prosperity. 

In other words, a greater distribution 
of goods must be made. To preach the 
gospel of national prosperity (a pros- 
perity that is generously possible today) 
without insisting upon a wide distribu- 
tion of incomes is to strain at a gnat 
and swallow a camel. One of the camels 
about to be swallowed at this time is the 
limitation ‘of production, not because even 
present capacity production in most lines 
could not be consumed were there suffi- 
cient general purchasing power, but be- 
cause production is to be limited to just 
whatever level of pur@hasing power hap- 
pens to exist under the present money- 
making economy. 

To use what seems to be an exaggera- 
tion to illustrate the working of such a 
principle, one may say that in 1950 men 
might be working two hours a day, by 
reason of further improvement in manu- 
facturing processes, and still receive the 
same amount in incomes as today. The 
owners of productive wealth may be 
forced to reduce hours of labor in order 
that men may eat, but to find ways and 
means to distribute the good things of 
life, they can find none. 

But, alas, we can excuse the rich, for 
to let go their grasp within the mad 
arena of competition for money would 
be to perish. This economic order is like 
the official system in Dickens’ “Cheap 
Patriotism.” It is “upside down, and the 
roots are at the top.” The way out of 
this animal kingdom is clear, but it is 
not “rugged individualism.” Wher men 
are able to distinguish between fact and 
fiction, they will then be better prepared 
to emancipate themselves from this cross 
of Midas. 

They must know that cotton grows in 
a field; that wool grows on a sheep; that 
the art of weaving is thousands of years 
old; that steel was wrought in days of 
yore; that King Solomon built a better 
house than the skyscraper of today; that 
the scientist, the inventor, the mechai:ical 
engineer, the chemist, the architect, the 
accountant burned the midnight oil, that 
the farmer tilled the field, that the la- 
borer wielded the hammer and the pick 
and that the clerk ground out figures of 
commerce—all did a useful and impor- 
tant and necessary work to make the 
world what it could be teday. Who says 
any of these may not justly insist upon 
a better way when they see it is possible 
and practicable? C. W.

Fighting the Smoke Evil. 
To the Editor of the Prcst-Dispatch: 


OUR editorial on the smoke evil—St. 

Louis’ greatest drawback as a place 
in which to live and do business—hits 
the nail on the head. There will be no 
relief from this hideous, insanitary con- 
dition until a fuel cheaper than soft coal 
is found. Gas for heating®%all buildings, 
public and private, would seem to be the 
best solution, or coke or electricity. 

The trouble is, the inferior grades of 
soft coal can be hauled in trucks from 
the near-by Illinois mines far cheaper 
than gas, coke or electricity can be sup- 
plied under present conditions. Amid 
the changes brought by the New Deal, 
Mayor Dickmann should appoint a high- 
class, non-salaried committee to consider 
the subject from a practical standpoint. 

If the existing utilities and corpora- 
tions, with an assured volume of business 
many times their present oufput, cannot 
be induced to sell smokeless fuel at a 
price low enough to drive out soft coal 
as a domestic fuel, then the city would 
be justified in supplying gas, coke ot 
electricity on a basis that would accom- 
plish that result. . W. M. L.

INSURANCE REFORM IN MISSOURI. 

Because of acute public interest in liquor control, 
revenue legislation and other subjects before the 
Legislature, its passage of a sheaf of insurance laws 
went almost unnoticed. We should like, therefore, to 
emphasize that these laws constitute one of the most 
important reforms in the history of insurance regu- 
lation in Missouri. In the opinion of qualified au- 
thorities, they lift Missouri to a par with many of 
the Eastern states, whose insurance laws are looked 
upon as models. 

Missouri’s action is a sequel to the failure of the 
Missouri State Life Insurance Co. last summer, which 
disclosed all sorts of ill-smelling practices. In an 
editorial of last Sept. 8, we said: “Even more tragic 
than the collapse of the Missouri State Life Insur- 
ance Co. would be Missouri’s failure to profit by the 
lessons it teaches.” About two weeks later, R. Em- 
met O'Malley, State Superintendent of Insurance, an- 
nounced he would formulate amendments to the in- 
surance laws, and would ask Gov. Park to include 
them in his call for a special session. Gov. Park 
did so, and the entire program, as presented by 
Mr. O’Malley, was passed. 

Never was so profound a reform achieved in Mis- 
souri more quickly or with less opposition. We have 
criticised the special session on other scores. We 
offer it, as well as Mr. O’Malley and Gov. Park, our 
heartiest commendation on this fine piece of work. 
At one swoop it cleans up 20 years of mistakes in 
Missouri insurance administration ‘and will bring 
Missouri companies, within four years or so, to a 
standard which they might not otherwise have 
reached in a generation. It wipes out of the statute 
books vicious provisions placed there at the behest 
of insurance lobbyists, and substitutes for them the 
best ideas that have been derived from insurance ex- 
perience. 

Some of the worst practices in Missouri insurance 
were these: | 

1. Investment by life insurance companies in stocks 
of other companies. An orgy of such investments was 
the feature of the Missouri State scandal. 

That is gone. 

2. Trading of real estate or first mortgages in pos- 
session of the company for equities in big apart- 
ments and office buildings, subject to huge first mort- 
gages. : 

That is gone. 

3. Investment of huge blocks of a company’s funds 
in a single enterprise or structure, by which some 
companies froze major parts of their assets. 

That is gone. Under the new laws, investment in 
any single enterprise or structure is limited to 10 
per cent of the company’s capital. 

4, Under the old laws, it was necessary for the 
Superintendent virtually to destroy a company when 
it swept close to the rocks of insolvency by requiring 
him to make application for a decree of insolvency 
and dissolution. The new laws provide for operating 
receiverships, with simplified legal procedure, so that 
the interests both of stockholders and policyholders 
can be gwarded to the best advantage. 

Shotgun receiverships are gone. 

5. It is now necessary for insurance companies to 
deposit with the State Insurance Department, in the 
form of securities, the net value of all policies, in- 
stead of keeping them in their own possession. 

Gone is the haphazard trading jin securities, as 
happened in the Missouri State in the Caldwell era, 
without knowledge of the Insurance Department. 

6. It has been the practice of many insurance com- 
panies to build home office buildings in the most lav- 
ish and palatial style. The new laws provide that 
real estate may be purchased for home office build- 
ings only upon the approval of the Superintendent of 
Insurance, and, in no event, shall the building pur- 
chased, with all appurtenances thereto, exceed the 
amount of the capital stock of the company. If the 
new laws had been in effect some years ago, the Con- 
tinental Life Insurance Co. could have spent only 
$500,000 for a building, instead of erecting a $2,200,- 
000 skyscraper. 

Gone is the sinking of insurance reserves in un- 
productive home office buildings. 

We have touched here the high lights of the new 
laws. We will not attempt to deal with the highly 
technical aspects of the bill modernizing the actuarial 
formulas used in Missouri, except to say that they are 
of immense importance in protecting the interests 
of policyholders. Nor will we go into the types 
of securities that may now be purchased by insurance 
companies, except to point out that the field is nar- 
rowed to exclude the wildcat ventures that have dis- 
graced the Missouri insurance business in the past. 

Missouri is no longer the happy hunting ground of 
voracious promoters who have used the lax State laws 
to victimize policyholders, to ruin fine properties 
and to bring contempt upon the socially indispensable 
institution of life insurance. 
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Unprintably shocking conditions have been discov- 
ered in the New York City prison on Welfare Island. 
The beast, known as the Tammany tiger, has blacker 
marks than were even suspected. 
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THE GOOD NEIGHBOR POLICY AT WORK. 

When this country recognized the Martinez Gov- 
ernment in El Salvador a few days ago, its action 
followed the words of Mr. Roosevelt's “policy of the 
good neighbor” in Jatin American affairs. Martinez 
had been in power for two years, and had conducted 
an .efficient administration, but the United States 
withheld recognition. The obstacle of this attitude 
to trade relations was obvious. Further, as Rafael 
Escobar, former Salvadorian consular agent in St. 
Louis, wrote to the Post-Dispatch last June, “Non- 
recognition is causing immense difficulties, which 
might cause & bloody war.” 

The reason for the American stand was that Gen. 
Martinez had assumed power by alleged revolution- 
ary methods. However, our Government had pre- 
viously recognized revolutionary regimes in several 
south American countries and elsewhere. Our con- 
tradictory policy was explained by a clause, outlawing 
revolutionary governments, in the treaty made in 
1923 by the five Central American republics. As spon- 
sor of the pact, though not a signatory, the United 
States strictly observed this clause. It continued to 
withhold recognition, although the Salvadorian Con- 
gress upheld Martinez’ right to the presidency, sev- 
eral European countries recognized him, two of the 
signatories withdrew from the treaty and the others 
extended recognition. 

This prolonged non-recognition had adverse effect 
on this country’s prestige in Latin America. The 
Rogsevelt administration now has cut the Gordian 
knot by its action, and will, it 1s understood, co 
operate in recasting the 1923 treaty in more workable 
form. The good neighbor policy is at work, and 


Salvadorian recognition again demonstrates this 
country’s sincerity in seeking amicable relations with 


its sister republics. 
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RAILROAD EQUIPMENT. AND THE HEAVY INDUSTRIES. 

Of the $199,607,800 allotted for loans to railroads, 
the Government has thus far signed contracts for 
loans totaling $82,500,000. 3 | 

Secretary Ickes announces that.work on contracts 
covering the remaining $100,000,000 is being pushed 
forward rapidly, so-that the import of the entire 
amount may soon be felt by the capital goods indus 
tries. The PWA administrator announced last week 
that a check for $6,990,000 had been mailed to the 
Pennsylvania as the first grant under the $77,000,000 
allotment made to that road for electrification and for 
construction of freight cars. He also stated that he 
had approved contracts for $3,500,000 to the New 
Haven and $2,000,000 to the Lehigh. These loans are 
for repairing and rebuilding equipment. 

Other contracts will be signed and the money al- 
lotted as soon as possible, but the difficulty of the 
job is evidenced by the fact that the contract with 
the Pennsylvania required 200 written pages. 

The delay in making these loans is unfortunate, 
since it impedes recovery in the heavy industries. 
It is no secret that one of the chief causes of delay 
has been the failure of some of the equipment. people 
to sign NRA codes. The codes are the sine qua non 
of all such Federal aid, All the railroads need equip- 
ment. Quite a number of them have not really added 
anything to their rolling stock for years. The con- 
striction of locomotives, for instance, has been al- 
most at a standstill for the past two years. It is to 
be hoped that all delays will be terminated as soon 
as possible. 

Certainly, the self-interest of the equipment com- 
panies which have no codes must impel them to get 
them. The railroad industry ramifies into so many 
lines of manufacturing that there can be no general 
upturn when it is not buying equipment. Its re- 
turn to the equipment market, now to be accelerated 
by Federal loans, explains the growing number of 
smoking stacks in the St. Louis industrial district. 

St. Louis is one of the largest manufacturing cen- 
ters in railway equipment, and it has been one of 
the worst sufferers from the condition now happily | 
ending. A survey recently showed 41 local concerns 
either wholly or in part devoted to railroad equip- 
ment.. A single plant on the East Side which em- 
ployed 3500 men at its peak has been inoperative for 
more than two years. All such can resume under 
the impetus of Government loans, nor is there any 
grave risk in such advances. All of the roads are 
coming back. The list of those reporting net earn- 
ings is growing daily. 
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KING TUT’S CURSE. 

Superstition hasn’t a ghost. of a chance when the 
realist takes it in hand. 

King Tut’s curse, for example. It was a creepy 
story someone contrived about the carved injunction 
against entering the tomb and disturbing the royal 
siesta, and the fate in store for any who disregarded 
the command and dared the Pharaohs’ vengeance. 

Piffle! So says Herbert E. Winlock, curator of 
the department of Egyptology in the Metropolitan 
Museum of Art. There were 40 persons engaged in 
the exploration, explains Mr. Winlock, who was him- 
self in the party. Of those, six have died. The 
death of the seventh occurred in Boston Monday. 
No mystery marked any of the deaths. In one case, 
the man was 77 years old. Three of the others were 
in the sixties. Another, Lord Carnarvon, who had 
never been robust, lived to be 57. The leader of the 
expedition, Howard Carter, is now 60 and in good 
health. The other survivors are going their several 
ways, untroubled by the outraged deities that listened 
enraptured as Memnon sang the dawn. 

Those analytical realists are perversely determined, 
it seems, not to let us believe in anything that 
isn’t so. 
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AN IBSEN PLAY AFTER FIFTY YEARS. 

In 1884—just a half-century ago—Henrik Johan 
Ibsen, the poor Norwegian merchant’s son who grew 
up to be one of the keenest observers of life the 
world has ever known, published what is perhaps 
the most poetically beautiful of all his plays, “The 
Wild Duck.” Two years before, he had produced S‘An 
Enemy of the People” as a devastating retort to the 
staid Victorian critics, who, almost to a man, had 
damned him for his powerful statement, in “Ghosts,” 
of his conviction that society sins when it crushes 
the individual. Two years later, he was to give the 
stage ‘“‘Rosmersholm” and reach. a new height in 
sheer tragedy. In between came the tender, satirical 
story of the folks who moved and had their being 
near the dark garret which sheltered and confined 
little Hedvig Ekdal’s wild duck: her practical mother, 
Gina; Gina’s temperamental photographer husband 
Hialmar; Gregers Werle, the well-intentioned, trou- 
ble-making friend and lodger; Old Ekdal, who “went 
hunting” in the garret; Dr. Relling, who lived down- 
stairs, Tragedy marks the play’s end, as is usually 
the case in the work of the grim, white-haired old 
Norseman, but it is tragedy which leaves indelibly 
written the costly folly of the meddler who seeks 
to set people free from their failings. And, like 
“Hedda Gabler,” recently brought to life in St. Louis 
by Eva Le Gallienne’s fine company, it is tragedy 
whose very nature hefghtens the profound meaning of 
Ibsen as the years pass. 

LAMPOONING THE LAW. 

Joking about lawyers and Judges is no laughing 
matter to the New York Law Journal.’ Instead of 
provoking wholesome laughter, it “incites crime, law- 
lessness and the overthrow of government,” the.pub- 
lication says. Movies, theaters and cartoonists may 
be having fun temporarily by lampooning the judicial 
and legal character, but this critic says their jests 
are a threat to property rights, a blow at the Consti- 
tution and, in fact, all of society’s institutions, plus 
an invitation to heavy capital taxes, the end of will 
making, and other dire events.

Can it really be as bad as all that? One may ques- 
tion the good taste of turning the Supreme Court 
into a song-and-dance turn, as a current revue does, 
but we doubt that witnessing it will cause anyone 
to go out and commit mayhem. The weapon of ridi- 
cule is one of the most potent, and it is fittingly 
used against the abuses of the judicial and legal sys- 
tem. It is reformers’ zeal rather than any anarchic 
spirit that inspires those who lampoon bar and bench.

Righting the Evils of Depression 


The following is from an address by Mr. Lippmann. 
delivered Monday night before the American Accept- 
ance Council in New York City: 


N 1929, the national income paid out in 

money or kind to individuals is estimated 

to have been about 81 billion dollars. In 
1930, it was 75 billions; in 1931, it was 63; 
in 1932, it was 49. This means that, for the 
three years of depression, the dollar income 
of the American people was about 187 bil- 
lions, whereas if it had remained at the 1929 
level for all three years, it would have been 
about 240 billions. 

These figures have, however, to be cor- 
rected for changes in prices. With this cor- 
rection, we may say roughly that the loss of 
real national income in the three years of 
the depression was about 35 billion dollars. 
We may say that in three years the real loss 
of income by the people was about half of 
their whole income in the year 1929. 

This is a large decrease. But it is still a 
large total income, and these gross figures 
do not in themselves explain the state of 
mind of the reople as it expressed itself in 
the election of 1932 and in the winter of 
1933. To explain that, we have to break up 
the gross figures, and see how : - 
ished national income was distributed, 
‘When we have done that, we shall see some- 
thing which I believe has never been ade- 
quately appreciated in politically conserva- 
tive quarters, namely, that we suffered not 
merely a loss of income but a gross maldis- 
tribution of income. 


We had less wealth each year, and each 
successive year of depression we. shared it 
in different proportions. The figures show 
that total labor income, which includes sal- 
Aries as well as wages, declined by 40 per 
cent in those three years; the income of 
entrepreneurs, which includes farmers, de- 
clined 44 per cent, and income from prop- 
erty, meaning dividends and interest, de- 
clined only 30 per cent. As the National 
Bureau of Economic Research points out, 
“payments to property holders formed a 
relatively increasing cost to the economic 
system as a whole.” 

Nobody can, I think, understand the pro- 
found discontent of the people last winter 
or appreciate the true significance of the 
Roosevelt policies who has not realized 
thoroughly with what cruel disparity the 
losses of the depression fell upon different 
classes in the community. 

Let us look at the facts. They tell a‘story 
which has tremendous significance. We 
take 1929 as our base and call it 100. 
We examine now what happened to income 
receivers in the three following years. 

It is the. year 1930. Wages paid to labor 
in industry have fallen to about 83. Salaries 
paid in industry have hardly fallen at a‘. 
They are 99.3. Payments .to entrepreneurs, 
which includes farmers, are 93. Net rents 
and royalties, which means income from 
real estate, are about 84.4. Dividends are 
97.2 and interest is 102.4. 1930 was not a bad 
year. ‘Nowadays we should call it a very 


good year. Three lige 3 ape of incomes — 


may be described as having enjoyed immu- 
nity—those from salaries, those from divi- 
dends, and those from interest. 

We now come to 1931. Wages have fallan 
*“® %4 income from real estate to <<. Ir 


other words, those who suffered most in 
1930 suffered still more in 1931. But others 
joined the procession. Salaries fell in that 
year to 83. Dividends fell to 72.2. The in- 
come of entrepreneurs fell to 76.4. Only one 
class of incomes stood up. This was income 
from interest, which fell only to 99.6. 

And now 1932. Labor continued to ‘ead 
the procession downward. Industrial wages 
fell to 39.8. Salaries fell to 59.3; dividends 
to 43.4; the income of entrepreneurs to 59.2; 
income from real estate to 44. But interest 
still stood up remarkably. It was still 96.8. 

These figures describe how much less each 
group had as compared with 1929. They re- 
veal how uneven was the impact of the de- 
pression upon the various groups. But that 
comes out even more clearly if we measure 
what part of the total national income each 
group received in 1932 as compared with 
what it received in 1929. These figures alone 
enable us to understand the reasons for the 
sectional and class antagonisms which be- 
came so dangerously sharp in the winter of 
1932-33. 


In 1929, industrial wages were 21.2 per 
cent of the national income paid out. In 
1932, they were 14 per cent, They had been 
about a fifth of a large total. They became 
about a seventh of a much smaller one. 
Salaries, though they were less, held their 
relative position approximately. They were 
7.1 in 1929 and 6.9 in 1932. The tota) in- 
come from dividends and interest rose. It 
had been 15.1 in 1929. It was 17.3 in 1932. 
Within this group, the great rise in the pro- 
portion paid in interest more than offset the 
fall in the proportion paid in dividends. 

From 1929 to 1932, there was a great de- 
cline in the total national income, But in 
th2 course of this decline, salaries and divi- 
dend payments fell slowly at first. Interest 
payments fell very little. Among labor in- 
comes, salaried men were favored as against 
wage earners. Relatively speaking, proper- 
ty incom®ts increased. : 

Among various occupations, the order in 
which the force of the depression was felt 
was, first, construction, then mining, then 
manufacturing, then agriculture, then trans- 
portation, then finance, then personal serv- 
ices and professions, then trade. All of these 
had incomes of not more than 65 per cent of 
1929, and most of them far less. Three !arge 
occupations were well sheltered. They were 
the power industry, at 93 per cent of 1929 
in 1932; communications, at 88 per cent, and 
of course, government, 105 per cent. 

These figures show that the depression 
was not like some great accident, say a 
shipwreck, in which all suffered alike. They 
show, on the contrary, that the sacrifices 
were very uneven, and that worst -f all, 
though nearly everybody was poorer, the 
distribution of wealth became progressively 
more and more unequal, taking the greatest 
toll from those who were already the weak- 
est, and far greater toll from the active pro- 
ducers of wealth than from the recipients of 
fixed or sheltered incomes. 

Now, when you hear it said that the Presi- 
dent <nd Congress have swung far to the 
left, and have done their best to favor wage 
earners, farmers and debtors, if you <re to 
be just and to know what is going on, you 
“aust realize haw very tar the pendulum bad 


swung to the right. When Mr. Roosevelt 
took office last March, the social structure 
was very different from what it was when 
Mr. Hoover took office four years earlier. 
Not only had the total national income “allen 
drastically, but it was being distributed in 
very different proportions. No doubt 
there are among his advisers men who think 
that even in 1929 the distribution of income 
was unsatisfactory. Perhaps the President 
thinks that. I know I do. 

But even if the distribution of 1929 was 
perfect, the distribution of 1932 was by com- 
parison grossly distorted. Even to get back 
to 1929 required a very great change in the 
distribution of wealth. A fair-minded person 
who realizes what happened between 1929 
and 1932 cannot say that a policy delib- 
erately designed to correct the maldistribu- 
tion of those dreadful years is subversive of 
American institutions. 

. * * 

The truth is that the maldistribution of 
the three bad years, which was becoming 
progressively worse, was subversive in the 
highest degree. Men can and will endure 
hardship. But masses of men will not endure 
hardship combined with a growing sense of 
injustice. 

That was the condition last winter. It 
reflected itself in the complete paralysis of 
government and in a lack of. confidence in 
public institutions, in banks and in the nor- 
mal processes of American life. That was 
why the President could not have succeeded 
had he followed the advice of conservative 
economists and taken only those measures 
which, in the cold theory of the business 
cycle, are supposed to promote recovery. 
He had a people among whom there was not 
only suffering but fierce resentment against 
those who in the calamity had been shel- 
tered or had even improved their relative 
position. 

Woe to the Government which ignores the 
imponderables! In the depths to which we 
had sunk last March, it was as necessary to 
convince the mass of the people that they 
had a champion as it was to give them work 
and bread. To create the popular con 
fidence necessary to the success of a re 
covery program, to its enactment, to its ad- 
ministration, to its fulfillment, there had to 
be a remedy for the profound sense of 1 
justice produced by the experiences repre 
sented in the figures I gave you. 

I do not say these things for the purpose 
of giving a blanket indorsement to every 
measure and every policy. I think some of 
them have been mistakes. But I do mean

Now, however, with over 90 per 
cent of industry under codes, he is 
convinced the timef has come for 
the Government to step in and 
grapple with the problem of adjust- 
ing production to employment re- 
quirements. 

How tremendous this job will bé; 
may be gauged by the fact that it 
will meet opposition not merely 
from employers, but in many cases 
from the rank and file of labor. 
The average workingman would 
rather work longer and earn more 
money. He has not yet grasped 
the New Deal theory that there isn’t 
enough work for all, that it has to 
be divided into smaller units, with 
less total compensation. Another 
thing that makes it difficult is the 
fact that during his new-found 
leisure, the workingman has little 
money with which to enjoy that 
leisure. 

As a start toward the 30-hour 
week, Johnson plans to discuss ev- 
ery phase of his recovery problems 
at the NRA Congress he is sum- 
moning the latter part of February. 

Representatives from every code 
authority, labor, consumers’ organ- 
izations, agriculture, economists, 
Government officials, will be pres- 
ent. The President himself will 
open the deliberations. Johnson 
plans to preside, will give everyone 
full opportunity to uncork his ideas. 

Out of these proceedings it is 
hoped may be evolved the basis for 
the new unemployment drive. It 
is possible that additional legisla- 
tion may be found necessary, that 
Senator Black’s 30-hour work week 
bill, approved by the Senate last 
year, may be revived. The whole

Louis, busy men though they are, 
stole time to attend for some part 
of the evening. Old associates from 
City Hall were there in numbers, 
and present city officials, attending 
the President’s birthday party a 
block away at the Coronado, 
dropped in for 2 moment to tender 
congratulations. 

Old-timers in the reception line, 
after the speeches, chatted of their 
not always confident drive which 


had made St. Louis, as Dr. Stark- 
loff said, the “best-vaccinateu city 
in the country,” so that three cases 
of smallpox now were matters of 
note, where hundreds were common 
when he took office. 


His Work in 1896 Tornado. 


A few recalled the tornado of 1896, 
when Dr. Starkloff, his arm broken 
by a falling flagstaff, worked all 
night and all the next day transfer- 
ring patients from the wrecked City 
Hospital and making them com- 
fortable in a commandeered build- 
ing. The felicitations of the physi- 
cians and their guests extended to 
his family, who were present, and 
the society gave Mrs. Starkloff a 
large rose bouquet. 

With Dr. Leland B, Alford on the 
committee which arranged the 
meeting was Dr. Elsworth Smith, 
president of the society in the in- 
fluenza epidemic of 1918 and com- 
rade of Dr. Starkloff in the fore- 
sighted defense whereby, Dr. Stark- 
loff related, they saw the epidemic 
coming, were “all set” for it when 
it arrived and held its death rate 
here below that of any other large 
city. 

One of the speakers was Dr. A. 
T. McCormack, Kentcuky State 
Health Officer, associate of Dr. 
Starkloff in the International As- 
sociation of Health Officers and 
the American Public Health Asso- 
ciation and called with him to 
Washington to plan national de- 
fenses against “flue” a few years 
ago when it seemed another epi- 
demic was in prospect. Dr. Mc- 
Cormack remarked that Dr. Stark- 
loff’s service in Germany would 
have made him a Count, in France 
an officer of the Legion of Honor, 
in England a knight. 

Kiel Also Speaker. 

The other guest speaker was 
Henry W. Kiel, who defeated Dr. 
Starkloff for nomination for Mayor 
in 1913, appointed him Health Com- 
missioner after the election and, 
he smiled, bragged about St. Louis’ 
health record forever after. Dr. 
Starkloff and others gave Kiel 
himself credit, in the 1918 epidemic, 
for backing up the medical au- 
thorities against protests of busi- 
ness men affected by preventive 
measures. “Doc” Starkloff, Kiel 
explained, “was the sort of fellow 
who would write out an order, say, 
‘Henry, you’ve got to sign this’'— 
and you had to sign it to get rid 
of him.” 

Sketching the fight for clean 
milk, the reduction of the infant 
death rate and the inauguration of 
many preventive measures. here 
when preventive medicine was in 
its infancy and, as Dr. Starkloff 
commented, “Bacteriology was just 
a fad,” the genial former Mayor 
was very solemn as he concluded, 
“I believe ‘the Doc’ has added many 
years to my life, probably to the 
lives of many of you here and of 
the people of St. Louis.”

York book publisher, died here 
yesterday. Although he had been 
in ill health for many months, 
death came unexpectedly from an 
internal hemorrhage. His wife, 
Mrs. Florence Doubleday, was at 
the bedside. | 


Career of “Man Who Made Publish- 


ing a Business.” 

Mr. Doubleday was known to 
the book world as “the man who 
made publishing a business.” He 
was the first to realize the com- 
mercial possibilities of Joseph Con- 
rad; and from him Conrad got his 
first substantial royalties. 

The publisher kept a list of “writ- 
ers who write.” Among the names 
were those of O. Henry, Rudyard 
Kipling, Gene Stratton Porter, 
Booth Tarkington, Edna Ferber, 
Rider Haggard, C. N. and A. N. 
Williamson, William McFee and 
many others. 

He was born in Brooklyn in 1862, 
was schooled there in the Brooklyn 
Polytechnical Institute. He _  en- 
tered the employ of Charles Scrib- 
ner’s Sons, publishers, in 1877. He 
served his apprenticeship with 
Scribners and for 18 years was an 
assistant in that firm. He left 
Scribners to refound and edit a 
magazine known as the Book Buy- 
er, but returned to become the first 
manager of Scribners Magazine 
when it was founded in 1886. 

Mr. Doubleday entered the lists 
of book publishers in 1897, when 
S. S. McClure joined with him in 
a publishing enterprise which last- 
ed three years. Then he met Wal- 
ter Hines Page, later United States 
Ambassador to England, and the 
firm became Doubleday-Page & 
Co. 

His best known contribution to 
t‘'e publishing business was his 
plant in Garden City, Long Island, 
where he adapted the principles of 
industry to book-making. He con- 
solidated the departments of his 
company into an efficient organ- 
ization under which magazines and 
books were produced as units of a 
manufacturing organization. 

The publisher included among his 
enterprises the World’s Work, Coun- 
try Life, Garden Magazine, Short 
Stories and other magazines. His 
Garden City plant, as he first built 
it, had a capacity of 30,000 books a 
day. The company is now known 
as Doubleday-Doran.

MILLS IS TALKING 
FOR PRESIDENCY 


Robinson Asserts Topeka 
Address Indicates Candi- 
dacy for Republican 


Nomination. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Jan. 31.—Sena- 
tor Robinson of Arkansas, the 
Democratic leader, said in a formal 
statement yesterday that the To- 
peka address of Ogden Mills, Hoov- 
er’s Secretary of the Treasury, was 
“notable in that it indicates his 
candidacy for the presidential nom- 
ination on the Republican ticket 
and the platform on which he ex- 


pects to run.” 

Representative Byrns of Tennes- 
gee, Democratic leader in the 
House, said: 


“It is rather pleasing that Mr. 
Mills now concurs with the policy 
of the Democratic party as far as 
developing foreign markets for our 
surplus products. 

“While Mr. Mills was a member 
of the House, and a leader in the 
Jast Republican administration as 
Cabinet member, he took the con- 
trary view. The policy of the Re- 
publican party was to raise tariffs 
so high that our foreign markets 
were destroyed to a large extent. I 
understand Mr. Mills thinks the 
NRA is a good thing.” 

Statement of Robinson. 

In his statement Robinson said: 

“Mr. Mills bewails what he calls

Court Reporter at 
Jefferson City. 


Funeral services for Perry S. Ra- 
der, reporter for the Missouri Su- 
preme Court for more than 35 
years, will be held at 2 o’clock to- 
morrow afternoon at the Margaret 
Nelson Stevens Methedist chapel, in 
Jefferson City. Burial will be in 


a cemetery there. 

Mr. Rader, an attorney, who was 
74 years old, died yesterday of a 
cerebral hemorrhage at the home 
of his son-in-law and daughter, Mr. 
and Mrs. Milton R. Stahl, 4944 Lin- 
dell boulevard, following two para- 
He suffered the first 
stroke in September, 1932, and had 
been bed-ridden since then. Also 
surviving is a son, John W. Rader 
of Kansas City. 

Appointed recorder to the Su- 
preme Court in 1897, Mr. Rader con- 
tinued in that post until his illness 
forced his retirement. He reported 
and edited all the decisions of the 
court, which, in his time, amounted 
to more than half the total number 
ever delivered in Missouri. He pre- 
pared the syllabi for more than 
12,000 court opinions. 

in the same year that he was 
appointed court reporter, the Mis 
fsouri Textbook Commission asked 
him to revise his History of Mis- 
souri, which had been privately 
printed in 1891, and add a section 
on civil government. The book 
was reissued as “Rader’s History 
of Missouri and Civil Government” 
and has since been used as text- 
book in Missouri schools. More 
than 400,000 copies have been sold. 

Mr. Rader was also a contributor 
to the Missouri Historical Review. 
Because of his position he was in- 
timately acquainted with many 
State officials. A Democrat, he 
was twice a candidate for nomina- 
tion to the Supreme Court but was 
defeated both times. 

The son of a circuit riding South- 
ern Methodist minister, he was 
graduated from Central College, 
Fayette, Mo., in 1886. He read law 
in the office of attorneys in Bruns- 
wick, Mo., where he was also own- 
er and editor of the Brunswickian, 
and was admitted to the bar in 
1888 at Brunswick. He practiced 
there until the following year, 
when he moved to Fayette, where 
he lived until his appointment as 
court reporter. 

For more than 30 years he was 

a curator of Central College and 
for many years was a member of 
the Board of Missions and Board 
of Finance of the Southern Metno- 
dist Church.

Some New Recipes

The recipes: 

Peasant Soup. 

Fry slowly, but do not allow to 
brown, three chopped peeled pota- 
toes, three leeks, three onions, three 
‘carrots and two tomatoes in one- 
third cup of olive oil or butter with 
a little parsley, one bay leaf, three 
cloves, salt, and freshly ground pep- 
per. When vegetables are soft, add 
four pints of water, one at the 
time, and simmer for one hour. 
Strain and press vegetables through 
aricer. Beat the yolks of two eggs 
with two tablespoons of cream. 
Over this pour the hot soup end 
serve at once. 

Calves Tongues in Casseruvle. 

Boil eight calves tongues in salt- 
ed water to cover, until tender, 
then. peel. Reserve the liquor in 
which tongues were cooked. 
Sprinkle tongues with pepper and 
roll in flour. Brown in hot drip- 
pings, then place in a casserole. 
Add the liquor in which tongues 
were boiled, three teaspoons of 
brown sugar, one-fourth cup of 
vinegar, 12 crumbled ginger cook- 
ies and one thinly sliced lemon. 
Cook slowly about 30 minutes. Add 
one-half cup of raisins and one-half 
cup of shredded blanched almonds. 
Allow to cook until raisins are 
puffed. 

Brussels Sprouts. 

Cook three pounds of carefully 
washed Brussels sprouts until ten- 
der in salted water. Drain, and place 
in a sauce pan with two table 
spoons of melted butter, stirring 
until vegetables are coated with 
the butter, then pour in one-fourth 
cup of strong’. stock, season with 
salt and pepper, and reheat. Place 
in serving dish and cover with one- 
half cup of coarsely rolled bresd 
crumbs which have been browned 
in two tablespoons of butter. 

Spanish Rice. 
Shred one-half of a green pep-

per and one taxlespoon of chopped 
onion, and fry ‘wntil soft in three 
tablespoons of becon drippings. Add 
one and a half cups of dry boiled 
rice and one and a half cups of 
stewed and strained tomatoes, sea- 
son with salt, freshly ground pep- 
per, a little sugar and one table- 
spoon of butter. Reheat. 


Bran Moaffins. 


Three tablespoons of butter and 
lard mixed. 

One third cup of sugar. 

Two whole eggs. 

One cup of all-bran. 

One cup of flour. 

Three teaspoons of baking pow- 
der. 

One-half teaspoon of salt. 

Cream shortening and sugar to- 
gether. Add the two eggs and beat 
well, then the milk and all-bran. 
Mix and sift the dry ingredients 
and add to the other mixture. 
Agajn beat hard. Bake in greased 
muffin pans about 25 to 30 minutes. 


Fruit Custard Ring. 


Soak one-half cup of sifted, soft 
bread crumbs in two cups of scald- 
ed milk, add three-fourths cup of 
sugar, four slightly beaten eggs, one 
tablespoon of butter, a generous 
pinch of salt and one large can of 
drained fruit salad. Reserve the 
juice for the sauce. Butter  thor- 
oughly a ring mold, or individual 
baking cups, and fill with the fruit 
custard. Set mold into a pan con- 
taining hot water and bake in a 
slow oven until firm. For the ring 
mold will take about an hour and 
a quarter to bake. Set aside to 
cool. To unmold pudding, place a 
hot cloth on sides and bottom of 
mold. Serve cold with 


Orange Sauce 


Add the juice of two large Valencia 
oranges and two lemons to the 
juice from the fruit salad, heat and 
add one-fourth cup of sugar which 
has been mixed well with one 
rounded tablespoon of cornstarch.
